The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Piazza 
(3984957). Piazza discloses a composite building or a kit comprising: 

• One or more pre cast GRC forms 35 having a plurality of open cavities 

• Said one of more pre-cast formed being a combination of GRC wall ad 
floor panels designed for a predetermined application 

• And a reinforcement structure 14 for insertion within said plurality of open 
cavities 

35 USC 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Piazza in vie 

of Saebi et al. (6985832). 
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It is obvious that the module of Piazza comes with a set of instructions for assembly, 
however, 

Saebi discloses a form kit for building assembly comprising: 

1 . a plurality of GRC forms 24 or 52 having a plurality of open cavities 

2. the GRC forms designed for a predetermined application 

3. reinforcement structure 25 for insertion within the plurality of cavities 

4. the GRC forms and reinforcement structure forming the building assembly; see 
figures 23-29 

5. instructions for assembling from the CAD 

In view of the above, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
assemble the module of Piazza using instructions for a convenient means of assembly 
as shown by Saebi. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Piazza in view 
of Riefler (4098040) 
For the method claim 12: 

Piazza discloses a method of using a permanent form system comprising: 
Forming one or more concrete form using GRC material 

Said one or more forms having at least a flange 34 configured to form a channel without 
using a temporary structure to enclose the channels 

Riefler discloses constructing steel reinforcement 52 configured for placement in a 
channel of one or more GRC forms 37 and disposing the steel reinforcements into the 
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channel. Riefler also discloses disposing concrete 53 within said GRC forms. Also 
Piazza discloses disposing concrete 12/12' within said GRC forms 35. In view of the 
above it would have been obvious to strengthen the panel structure using the 
reinforcement of steel rods as shown by Riefler. 

Claims 1-9 and claims 13-14 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Response to Arguments
